NATIONAL HEALTH SURVEY 


Summary results from the 2001 National Health Survey (NHS) will be published in National 
Health Survey: Summary of Results, 2001 (Cat. no. 4364.0) due for release in October 
2002. The NHS collected information about the health status of Australians, their use of 


health services and facilities and health-related aspects of their lifestyle. Topics include 
general health and wellbeing, long-term medical conditions and recent injuries; visits to 
hospitals and day clinics; consultations with doctors, dentists and other health professionals; 
and use of medications and immunisation. A range of state tables are also planned for 
release on the ABS Web Site following the release of the summary publication. For more 
information contact Darren Evans on 1800 060 050, email health@abs.gov.au. 


2002 General Social Survey 


2002 GENERAL SOCIAL SURVEY 


Enumeration of the 2002 General Social Survey (GSS) was completed at the end of July 
2002. The GSS, which is the first survey of its type conducted by the ABS, has a different 
focus from other ABS household surveys. Rather than concentrating in detail on a particular 
area of social concern, the GSS will provide a wide range of information about the same 
individuals. This will make it possible to explore linkages between areas of social concern, 
for instance multiple social disadvantage across various aspects of peoples' lives. Both 
national and state level estimates will be available from the survey. Preparations are 
underway for the initial publication, General Social Survey, Australia (Cat. no. 4159.0), 
expected for release in April 2003.

Indigenous Social Survey 


INDIGENOUS SOCIAL SURVEY 


Enumeration of the first Indigenous Social Survey (ISS) will be undertaken between August 
and December this year. Information will be collected by personal interview from 
approximately 12,000 Indigenous people aged 15 years and over throughout Australia, 
including those living in remote and very remote areas. The ISS will provide a range of 
information relating to the social, economic and cultural participation of Aboriginal and 
Torres Strait Islander peoples. The ISS will allow the exploration of relationships between 
issues such as health, housing, education and employment. It will also share some data 
items with the 2002 General Social Survey (GSS) and the 1994 National Aboriginal and 
Torres Strait Islander Survey (NATSIS). These links will enable comparative evaluations of 
the current wellbeing of Indigenous people in Australia.

Land Management and Salinity Survey 2002 


LAND MANAGEMENT AND SALINITY SURVEY 2002 


The Land Management and Salinity Survey 2002 is being conducted for the first time by the 
ABS. This survey is linked to the 2001 Agricultural Census, which included two questions on 
salinity, and will collect more detailed information on salinity and salinity management. 
Information will be collected on activities already undertaken by farmers to manage or 
prevent salinity and the factors that influence land management decisions on farms. The 
survey has the support of a range of Commonwealth and State/Territory government 
agencies as well as the Australian Local Government Association. Data will be produced at 
the national, state and territory, and regional levels (National Action Plan regions, of which 
there are 7 either wholly or partly in NSW). Summary information will be available in an ABS 
publication to be released in the first half of 2003.

SUPPLEMENT TO MINERAL EXPLORATION SURVEY - COST OF LAND 
ACCESS 2001-02 


A new, one-off collection on the costs of land access to the mineral exploration sector is 
being conducted by the ABS, with reference to the 2001-02 financial year. Costs of land 
access has been identified by the mining industry as the most important area for which 
information is needed. This stems from the belief that Australia's diminishing mineral 
exploration levels can be partly attributed to mineral exploration land access issues. Results 
from the survey are expected to be published in mid 2003, with limited state data available.

Statistics on business bankruptcies, business 
performance, characteristics of non-employing small businesses, and detailed profiles on 
small businesses in the goods producing and service providing industries are also 
presented.

2001 CENSUS 


The 2001 edition of the publication Census of Population and Housing: Selected Social 
and Housing Characteristics for Statistical Local Areas, New South Wales and Jervis 
Bay (Cat. no. 2015.1) is expected to be released on 12 September 2002. It contains 
population counts and selected person, family and dwelling characteristics for all Statistical 
Local Areas, Statistical Subdivisions and Statistical Divisions within NSW and Jervis Bay; 
ranking tables; commentary and comparisons; Usual Residence counts; selected 1996 
Census data for comparison; the first release Basic Community Profile (BCP) at state level:

The first release of CDATA 2001 is expected on 26 September 2002. CDATA 2001 is a CD- 
ROM product which provides a large volume of Census small area data (from Collection 
District level) combined with digital geographic boundaries and location based data (using 
MapInfo). New for the 2001 Census, users now have the choice of two CDATA 2001 product 
options which offer different levels of functionality and flexible pricing. For more information 
contact Danielle Bouvier on (02) 9268 4636, email danielle.bouvier@abs.gov.au.

September 2002, excluding Journey to Work hierarchies which will be available for 
dissemination from 16 September.

Free BCPs are available to 
the Statistical Local Area level and free IPs are available to the Indigenous Area level on the 
ABS Web Site at www.abs.gov.au.

DIGITAL BOUNDARIES 


Digital boundaries enable users of mapping software to visualise areas of interest or to map 
data thematically. Digital boundaries for Urban Centres/Localities (UC/Ls) and for Sections 
of State (SOS) will be released on 30 September 2002. Digital boundaries for other 
hierarchies within the Australian Standard Geographical Classification (ASGC), 2001 Edition 
are already available. For users who do not have access to mapping software, full colour A3 
maps of Statistical Local Areas (SLAs) for the ASGC 2001 Edition are available for 
purchase. These maps show all Collection Districts (CDs) within an SLA, as well as basic 
topographic detail such as roads, rivers and railways. Maps of individual CDs are also 
available.
